CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING PRIVATE SECTOR 

AND PUBIIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER THE 
AUSTRIAN CAPITAL GOODS CREDIT, 1983 

1, The Licence will be issued with a validity period of 
twelve months but firm orders on C.LF./C.&F, basis must 
be placed on the Austrian suppliers and copies of the same 
furnished to Ihc Ministry of Finance, Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, New Delhi within four months from the date 
of issue of the Import Licence. The term firm orders’ 
means a purchase order placed by the Indian licensee on 
the foreign supplied duly supported by confirmation from 
Hie tatter or a pm chase contract duly signed by both the 
Indian importer and the foreign supplier, Tf firm order 
cannot he finalised within the time lirrfit of four months, 
the licensee should submit to the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports & Exports (C.C.I .& E.) or other licensing authorities, 
as the case may he, a proposal seeking an extension in the 
ordering period aTongwilh justification and explanation as 
to why ordering could not be completed within (he initial 
validity period. Such requests for extension on the ordering 
period will be considered on merits in each case by the 
licensing authorities who may grant extension upto a further 
maximum period of 2 months If, however, extension is 
sought beyond 6 months from the dale of issue of Import

Licence, such a proposal should invariably be referred by 
the licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Indian Aid Section), Ministry of Finance, New 
Delhi. The Licence codes ‘S’ and ‘AA’ should be indi¬ 
cated in the first and second sufLx after the licence number. 
The correct licence code should be used in all the shipping 
documents as well as in the “S’’ form required to be furnish¬ 
ed to the Indian Bank at the time to rupee deposits. 

2. Only capital goods of Austrian origin are eligible for 
being financed under this Credit. 

3. The licence will not be valid for remittances from India. 
Payment to the Austrian suppliers can be made only in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedure set forth in paragraphs 6-10 
below. 

4. The contract of supply between the Indian importer 
and the Austrian supplier should provide for the import 
being financed out of the Austrian Capital Goods Credit, 
1983 in accordance with the procedures set forth in these 
Licensing Conditions, and should also be made subject to 
approval by the Government of India, Importers should take 
special care to inform the suppliers about this conditions 
and also incorporate a clause to this effect in the supply 
contract. Moreover, approved orders should not be cancelled 
without prior concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, New Delhi. 

5. The value of the contract should be expressed in 
Austrian Schillings only. The contract should normally 
provide for cash payment out of the Austrian Capitaf Goods. 
Credit, 1983 on presentation of shipping documents. For 
any customary performance guarantee, the Suppliers could 
be asked to furnish a bank guarantee. 

6. Immediately after the contract is concluded, the Im¬ 
porter should furnish 5 photostat or certified copies of the 
contract/supply orders accompanied by two photostat copies 
of the Import Licence if any or foreign exchange sanction 
to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(IA Section). The importer is also required to furnish the 
information as per details in Annexure, I (in triplicate). 

7. In the case of contracts concluded by companies and 
institutions other than Public Sector Undertakings and Govern¬ 
ment Department for imports from Austria the importer 
shpuld furnish a bank guarantee from an approved scheduled 
bank, in the form prescribed (Annex TI) duly adjudica¬ 
ted by the Collector of Stamps. The Bank Guarantee should 
be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent of the 
amount of contract for which letter of Authority is sought 
plus interest and other charges. The rate of conversion shall 
be at the exchange rate notified bv the Department of Re¬ 
venue as prevailing on the date of issue of Import Licence 
or that indicated on the Import Licence, 

8. If the contract documents/supply order, the request for 
issue of Letter of authorisation, the Import Licence and 
bank guarantee, where necessary, are found to be in order, 
the Department of Economic .Affairs will forward a cony 
of the contract to the Austrian National Bank together with 
a Letter of Authority (in the format Annexure HI) authoris¬ 
ing payment to the suppliers against' shipping documents. 

9. In case the shipment/paymenfs to the suppliers are 
not completed within the validity period of the Letter of 
Authority, the importer should approach the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (IA Section) for 
suitable extension of the Letter of Authority well before the 
expiry period of the Letter of Authority. Such a request 
should be accompanied by a photostat copy of the revalidat¬ 
ed Import Licence, if the period of extension sought for is 
beyond the validity of the original Import Licence, and n 
letter from the banks extending the validity of Bank Gua¬ 
rantee, where necessary. 

10. If the request for extension in the period of validity 
of the Letter of Authority is not received within a period 
of six months from the validity datn of the T etter of Authori¬ 
ty, the unutilised balance in the Letter of Authority wifi 
be deemed to have been surrendered and the Letter of 
Authority will stand lapsed automatically. 


11. The original negotiable shipping and other docu¬ 
ments will be invariably forwarded by the Austrian National 
Bank to the concerned importer j bank in India who should 
release these negotiable spt of documents to the importer 
concerned onTy after ensuring that the importer has 
deposited 

(i) the rupee equivalent of the payments made to 
the suppliers in Austrian Schillings at the prevail¬ 
ing composite rate of exchange to be calculated in 
the manner as prescribed in Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports Public Notice No. 8TTC(PN)/76 
dated 17-1-1976 or as may be notified by tKo 
Government from time to time through Public 
Notices of the CCI&E or through exchange Con¬ 
trol Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. 

(ii) interest calculated at the rate of 12 percent per 
annum for the first 30 days and at 18 percent for 
the period in excess of 30 days ill terms of Public 
Notices No. 31 & 35-ITC(PN)/S3 dated 10-8-1983 
pnd 26-8-1983 respectively or at the rates as may be 
notified from time to time on the amount required 
to be deposited vide item No, (i) above, recked

13. The importers (including Public Sector Undertakings 
and Departments of the Central Government) should make 
the requisite rupee deposit only through Authorised Dealers 
in foreign exchange and nTso get the Exchange Control Copy 
of the Licence endorsed bv them ns required in Public 
Notice No. 184-ITC(PN)/68 dated the 3(lth August, 1968. 
The requisite ‘S' form will he sent by the concerned bank to 
the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

14. The money specified in para 11 should b c deposited 
only wilh the State Bank of Tndia, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi, 
or the Reserve Bank of Tndia, New Delhi to the Credit 
of the Central Government Account under the Head of

“A-Deposi(s and advances.—Deposit not bearing in¬ 
terest—843—CiviT Deposits—Deposits for purchases 
etc, abroad—purchases etc. under Austrian Capital 
Goods Credit, 1983.”

Tis 
Hazari. Defhi-6 or intimation regarding the submission 
of Demand Draft to the State Bank of Tndia. Tis Hazari, 
Delhi-6, should be sent bv Importer’s Bank to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of F.conomic 
Affairs. Ministry of Finance. UCO Bank Build inn. Parlia¬ 
ment Street, New Delhi-110001 alorgwith a forwarding Tetter 
giving fiffj details of the Advice Notes received fiom the 
Austrian National Bank. Tetter of Authority No,, amount of 
foreign currency to which rupee deposit is made, date of 
payment to the Austrian Supplier and amount of interest. 

16. After the imports under a licence arc completed 
and the importers bankers have deposited into Government 
Account all the amounts due, detail s of the import received 
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and the rupee deposits made should be furnished to the 
Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi-11000J in 
the proforma prescribed in Annexure IV to enable the 
Ministry of Finance to varify and arrange for release if 
the Bank Gurantee furnished by the importers wherever 
necessary and to closed the cases. 

17. It should be understood that the Government India 
will not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, 
that may arise between th© licensee and the supplier. The 
conditions to be fulfilled by the Supplier before the payment 
could be effected, should be spelt out by the importer. If 
necessary, pterion dealing with the settlement of disputes 
may be included in the contract itself. 

18. The licensee shair promptly comply with any direc¬ 
tions, instructions, or order issyed by the Government of 
India from time to time regarding any and all matters arising 
from or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all 
obligations under' the Austrian Capital Gools Credit, 1993. 

19. Any breach or violation of conditions set forth In 
the above clauses will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports & Exports (Control) Act.
